State board urges 
increase for SIUE 


SPRINGFIELD — Faculty and 
staff at Southern Illinois Univer. 
sity at Edwardsville would get a 
4.5 percent salary hike while stu- 
dents may not ‘see higher tuition 
if new state budget is 
approved. 

The staff of the state Beard of 
Higher Education Monday rec 
ommended that Southern Tlinois 
University at Edwardsville get 
‘about $2.8 million of about 4.3 
percent more in its operating 

udget than the university 
requested. 

The board staff recommended 
a $69.77 million operating budget 
for SIUE, up from $66.89 million 
this year. 

The recommendation was a 
turnaround from the usual bud- 
get game in which the university 
typically asks for a much larger 
amount that is then pared by the 
board and further cut by the 
Legislature and the governor. 

SIUE had only sought a $71,500 
increase or 0.1 percent more in 
its budget request for next fiscal 
year starting July 1. SIUE Pres 
dent Earl Lazerson called it a 


“bare bones" request 

Lazerson said the staff recom- 
mendation ‘to give SIUE more 
than it requested “‘is gratifying.”” 

If the recommendation is 
approved by lawmakers and the 
governor, it would allow SIUE to 
more than double the salary 
increases it had proposed for 
next year, Lazerson said. 

The ‘‘bare bones’’ budget 
request had anticipated only a 2 
percent salary boost that would 
come from the current budget 


by eliminating some programs =

That will be added to the 2.5 
percent raise in the budget rec- 
ommended by the board staff, 
Lazerson said 

SIUE’s proposed budget had 
called for a 3.5 percent tuition 
increase next school year, but 
Lazerson said that if the recom- 
mended budget is approved, ‘I 
would not anticipate we would 
seek a tuition increase. 

The state board staff recom- 
mended that $1.2 million of. the 
increase be used for salary 
hikes, and $671,000 to improve

Among our Christmas cards this year came one from some old 
friends from Ed's Millikin years, a couple who have lived a number 
of years now in Kilauea, Kauai.

‘There have even been .many blessings from Iniki. The incredible 
aloha of people who have shared a collective near-death experience 
‘The appreciation for things we take for granted eating 
grocery stores, ice, and on and on.

When everyone needs to have their roof 
repaired, and you want a roofer now. Many lessons to learn, as is 
true, of course, in anything that happens to us 

Reading her note, I was struck by several things, but primarily the 
fact that, as humans, we'ré resilient, we bounce back so quickly 
even from those near-death experiences of which she wrote. And

Things are going to get better. It won't happen again, at least not 
here or to us. Lightning never stricks twice in the same place

Schools improve 
through research 


TO THE EDITOR: 

Education — the last frontier 
that everyone seems to feel they 
Know how todo. Since everyone 
has gone through a school sys- 








+ tem, they feel they know how to 


teach 

‘AS any parent: who has volun- 
teered in a school can tell you, 
it’s a, lot more complicated than 
it looks. 

During the early '70s there 
was a cry for accountability in 
education. Book companies came 
to our aid by providing us with 
new books for all of ‘oyr dis 
plines that divided them into a 
hierarchy of sub-skills to be 
learned one step at a time>— 

It was great for teachers 
because we could show parents 
40 grades at grading time and 
explain. the grades by pinpoint- 
ing the skills that hadn’t been 
-mastered. We had workbooks, 
dittos, and kits to cover every 
skill 

We became text-centered 
instead of child-centered, blam- 
ing the child when he or she 
didn’t learn like every other 
child. Too often, we got through 
the books but left the students 
behind. 

During the ‘80s, teachers 
poticed that students. could no 
longer write and they were 
choosing not to read. Wa were 
teaching students to fill in 
blanks and: underline words 
instead of creating poetry and 
writing stories. 

Reading became the drudgery 
of doing skill sheets instead of 
the joy of reading books written 
by favorite, authors on favorite 
topics. 

In the late "80s, teachers decid- 
ed to take a stand. They were, 
after all, the professionals hired 
to teach. It was time they were 
allowed to do their job. 

Society does not go into doc- 

lawyers’ or engineers’ 
offices and tell them how to do 
their jobs. In fact, we pay them 
a great deal of money for their 
expertisé..Like other professions, 
we must use the research afford- 
ed us to keep up with current 
times. 

People “don’t purchase appli- 
ances made 20 years ago, and 
20-year-old cars are in junk 
yards -acress the country 
because modern technology has 
made ‘them better and more effi-

Current research in gilted edu- 
cation supports this theory 

There are slides available that 
show the amount of energy. used 
in passive learning. oppc 
active learning ycho: Ss 
understand what good readers do 
to become good readers. 

They have analyzed emergent 
learne and have discovered 
that not only do we all “bloom” 
at different times but emergent 
learners hav 
about what 
haven't figured out that reading 
has- to make sense. Instead, 
many emergent readers think 
that, if they can just sound out 
the ‘word or look’ up. its. defini 
tion, they will be readers. 

Whole-language teachers know 
that we must place real books 
into the hands of children if they 
are ever to read 

We have chosen novels to read 
in place of basals. No child ha 
fallen in love with their basa 
while many have fallen in love 
such as ‘‘Where the 
Red Fern Grows."’ 

Children need to follow story 
lines, make predictions along the 
way and confirm or disconfirm 
while they are reading. They 
must be taught how to read 
actively and expect their materi 
al to make sense 

Whole-language is taught from 
the whole to the parts. We do 
not see language as separate dis. 
ciplines — reading, writing, and 
spelling. 

Instead, we understand that 
children must read te become 
better writers and they must 
write to become better readers. 

We emphasize writing and 
reading across the curriculum 
Students read and write con- 
stantly in math, social studies, 
and science. The emphasis of 
instruction is_placed_on,compre- 
hension. 

Students who are exposed to 
strong phonics programs. suffer 
greatly by the time they enter 
fourth grade. 

The fourth-grade slump occurs 
when phonics no longer helps 
them understand the content 
material. It can help them sound 
out words but,-since reading is a 
brain activity, it can’t help them 










































understand 

The brain sorts through its 
material to help make compre- 
hension possible. The number 10 
in isolation is ten but in a word 
it could be IO from Lion. 

A parent of one of my students 
once stated that coming into my 
room was like walking into a 
foreign country 

I have tried to make them 
comfortable with the changes 
taking place in education by 
doing parent workshops and 
answering all their questions 

What I-cannot do is ignore the 
research in education and go 
back to the way we were all 
taught years ago 

It is my job to keep: up with 
the latest research in education 
so that I can prepare my stu- 
dents for the complex world of 
the 2ist century. 

Instead of criticizing whole- 
language teachers, the public 
should realize that whole-lan- 
guage teachers have taken addi- 
tional college classes, have 
attended many workshops and 
read many articles so that they 
can offer the very best education 
to their students. 

This research was not avail- 
able 20 years ago when many 
teachers began their careers 
Only the teachers who have gone 
beyond the required courses feel 
confident to move ahead with 
the times 

Whole language is not the only

Generally the wills in this situation provide 
that when the first spouse dies, all of this 
person's property will pass to.the surviving 
spouse. The question sometimes arises in 
these situations regarding the status of 
the wills if the parties obtain a divorce after 
the wills are signed. - a 


Ulinois law provides that a dissolution of 
marriage (divorce) revokes any gift under a 
will to the deceased person's former 
spouse. This is true as long as the will was 
signed before the entry of the divorce 
itself. Therefore, there may be no need to 
have new wills prepared in the event the 
husband and wife are divorced since the 
former spouse usually would not receive 
anything under the terms of.the original 
will. 

In one IHinois case, a husband signed 
his will in 1959. According to the terms of 
the will, he left ail of his property to his

After the will was signed, the husband 
and wife obtained a divorce. Shortly after 
the divorce, the man died. The question 
arose as to who would receive his property 
after his déath 

Applying Illinois law to the facts of this 
case, the Appellate Court held that the 
divorce destroyed any interest that the ex- 
spouse had under the wilt. Therefore, she 


received nothing at the time of-her former ~ 


husband's death: The trial court had gone 
one step further and ruled that the divorce 
actually revoked the will, and that 
therefore the stepson also was to receive 
nothing under the will. The .Appellate 
Court, however, reversed this holding, and 
found that the divorce did not destroy the 
will and did not revoke it. The will remained 
in effect, but the former wife received 
nothing because af the divorce. The step- 
son ip this case inherited all of the deceas- 
ed person’s-property.
